OPERATION STOP THIEF! 
(From The American Philatelist - substituting coins for stamps) 


FEAR - ANGER - GRIEF - GUILT. What do these words have to do with the joyous hobby of 
coin collecting? They are the powerful emotions to which victims of coin theft are sub- 
jected, and which linger to haunt those once happy collectors for weeks, or months, or 
perhaps for the rest of their lives. 

FEAR of the unknown. Of persons unknown who have violated the privacy of a home. 

Who were the thieves? What did they look like? How many were there? Did they carry 
guns? Will they come again? How can I protect myself? More locks--better locks--pro- 
tective devices of one sort or another are belatedly installed, often whithin hours after 
discovery of a theft. While it may be a case of locking the barn after the horse has been 
stolen, nonetheless it gives comfort to the shaken victims. 

ANGER at being victimized. It follows closely on the heels of the initial fear. How 
dare anyone invade my home? By what right did strangers--criminals--handle my possessions-- 
my coins--my objects of art--my wife's jewelry? How dare they sort it over, select the 
most valuable pieces, or those which struck their fancy and discard the rest? How dare 
they seek out suitcases, my suitcases, in which to pack my possessions and carry them 
away? Not even bothering to close the door behind them! 

GRIEF: slowly but surely it comes. Realization of the full extent of what has 
happended is tempered at first by disbelief.. It can’t be true. My coins must be 
around somewhere. Did I move them? I must look for them--look everywhere--I'1ll find 
them, someone will find eas. they w-i-1-1, won't they? Memories flood the mind, 
tumbling over one another. I remember starting to collect; got my first coin for 
Christmas the year I was ten; after a couple of years I was too busy with other things, 
but went back to it. Now I guess I think about coins nearly every day, and I work with them 
every weekend that I can; sometimes in between; I've been doing that for 20 years, maybe 
closer to 25. That set I waited so long to complete, it was just last Thursday I found the 
last one I needed, felt I had really accomplished something, now they are all gone: What 
about that exhibit I promised for the show? I was preparing to remount it, had the case 
and everything ready, now there are no coins to put in them. Maybe they'll be found, and 


I'll get them back in time! No, I know better than that; they're gone and I'll never 


see them again. What will I do without my coins? They were like old friends, they can't 
really be gone, but they are’ 

GUILT-last but not least.. Why didn't I listen to advice? I was warned, but I didn't 
really listen. I was told there was danger my coins might be stolen, but I didn't believe 
it. I didn't think the warning applied to me. Why didn't I put at least a few of my coins 
in a safety deposit box? Some of them I hadn't looked at in weeks, not since I showed 
them to Jim when he and Mary were here on their vacation last summer. If I had taken them 
to the bank after he left, I'd still have them. And that insurance application: I started 
to fill it out three months ago, maybe longer, and it's still lying on my desk. I'm going 
have a pretty big loss, insurance would have helped. Just the other night I was thinking 
maybe I ought to inventory each of my coins and mybe put my name somewhere in each of my 
albums; decided to do it the next time I had a free evening. I'l] likely have a lot of those 
now wtthout my coins to work on. HOW COULD I HAVE BEEN SO STUPID????
